PROVIDBMCB, May 18.— A 3 l-2-8tor7 
irooden tenement hoase, owned by 

Josojih Liiruoine and occupied by spv- 
trol Fieucli fiiinilios in cunveiitry, m 
thiit piirt known as Jericho, seven miles 
from thia city, collapsed late yesterday 
afternoon and three perwuis were kilkd 
and 11 injored. It is tbonght that two 
cf the latter are fatally hurt. The 
Imilding hud boon raised to permit the 
Imilding of another stury beneath it. 
The killed are; 

Mrs. Mabel (turtin, 50 years old, oo- 
onpant of the house.

Two iimall children named Oanniere 
were also injored, one, a boj,- waa oot 
about the ItMd, tha ofehar, a girl, - frac- 
tured leg. 

Twoothen anstained alight injnriea

The lower porticm was formally a 
atom and the owner recently deddea to 
nUk it and fit the lower storiea for ten- 
ements. The two families in the apper 
stories did not mova ont. About 4 
o'clock in the afternoon, while the men 
wire workinv at the tfbder-pinning, the 
building withont warning slid off the 
piles ou which it rested and pitched 
endwise into the street, striking the 
grooBd with a twrifio orash, as it was 
split and smashed into a mass of kin- 
dling wood. Ftom the mins roae the 
cries of (he injured and dying, and the 
passersby and others at once began the 
work of rescue.

MINERS MUST CO ME OUT. 

Eight Thoniand Men ICow at Work Called 

on to Join the HtrikTS. 

PiTTsni Rd, May 18.— The delegates 
to the miners' district couventlou reas- 
sembled here after having oonsnlted 
their Tariona lodgea on the anbjeot hi 
oontinoing the strike for 89oentaper 
ton. The miners of the district seem 
to be almost nnauimons in favor of 
keeping up the war to the eud. and the 
convention's first work was to pass a 
resolution declaring for a general sus- 
pension of work throughout the district 
until tljieir demand for 69 cents is 
granted. 

The shutdown will begin at once and 
all the union men at work at the union 
rates will be called out. It is estimated 
that beiw( fii .'i,tX)0 and 8,()0() minors are 
now at work in this district at the t)!>- 
cent rate, but th(f strikers believe it is 
detrimental to their interests to have 
these men at work until the demands of 
idl have been recognized. Whether 
these men, who are now making good 
wages will coiisfmt to join the strikers 
or not remains to be seen and the suc- 
cess of the movement cau not be ascer- 
tainad for a day or two yet. 

Htraok In Sympathy. 

Akho.n, O., May 18.— Twelve hun- 
dred miners of E.\celsior company, at 
Silver ( reek, struck yesterday morning 
in syiiii)aihy with the other Uhio 
miners. The Bivwster company has 
paid i)ti' and discharged 800 men who 
stni^i, and ordered them to remove 
their tools. Ou the other hand, 4tK) 
men of the Loomis company, who 
struck last work, returned to work 
yesterday. None of the miners in the 
Hilver Creek section are in a shajie 
to stand oat long. About 1,000 ai-e 
working. 

Mines Cloaed. 

Detroit, May 18.— A special to The 
Free Press from Ne^aume, Mich., says 
that the gi'oup of mines in buifalo 
county, controlled by Corrigaii, McKm- 
ney <& Company of Cleveland, closed 
operations yesterday. Tjvo hundred 
and fifty men are tlirown tfnt of em- 
pb)yiiie(it. It is expected that work 
will be resumed U'toie l^ng with a force 
of about 80 men. None will be OluplaTad 
excepting men of families.

The best news of the w< ek is the u<l- 
vaiice of 10 per cent m wages by the 
Carnegie works, followed by the .jonck- 
Laughlin establishment, and evidently 
implying a similur advance by many 
other concerns. The Illinois bteel com- 
pany is starting its funiat^es without 
granting the demands of employes. 

No advance has been found practica- 
ble in the woolen mills, where condi- 
tions as to i)ncej and foreign comp*di- 
tion are very ditfeient and about lit, 000 
workers an; still idle at (JlneyviUe, where 
the works should Cdiisume ()<X),0»Ht 
pounds iier week. In other departmenis 
of lalKir trouble.s are not serious and the 
demand for uiauufactured products in- 
creases. 

With materitd and steady enlargement 
in domestic trade, there is still great 
want of employment in the interior for 
money which comes higher, |:J,r)00,000 
during the past week, and with the 
millions distributed by the syndicate on 
bond account stimulates speculation. 
Accordingly, wheat has risen ? cents, 
although the reports of injury by frost 
do not appear, upon sifting, to concern 
any considerable proportion of the grow- 
ing grain. Western receipts for two 
weeks of May have been 2.917,806 bush- 
els, against 2,600,308 last year, and At-

4, M5,101 laat year, being reduced by the 
advance in pnoe less tl^ would be ex- 
pected beoause of generally current re- 
ports of decrease in acreage. With only 
six weeks of the crop year left, the 
stocks in sight oonstitute a heavy sur- 
plus, but not as large aa some, western 
statisticians estimate. 

Com has advanced,onIy one-half cent, 
being appai.'ently injured more than 
wheat, but tuC acre.ige gives promise of 
a yield of 3,000,000,000 bushels. 

Cotton is an eighth stronger in spite 
of tlie fact that 9,401,081 bales had come 
into sight iust Fridas, which is over 
400,000 bales mora thhir the largest crop 
ever recorded. Nortbafti spinners have 
taken a little less than three years 
ago to date, when the crop was over 
9,000,000 bales, but at least .'jiHJ.OOO more 
than they have coiLiumcd as yet, .md 
foreign spinners Imld nearly i-oo.ooi) 
bales more than they have coii-uiiieii, 
while commercial stocks h< ie ,iiid 
abroad are ii4ti,000 bales more th.ai thrcK 
years ago. The manufacturer is pros- 
IH'riiig, though no one cau suppose its 
con.^uinption is quite at the maximum, 
and for the year it certainly has not 
IxM'ii.

So scarce has wheat 
become in the Southwest, and so high 
)iave prices gotten that wheat waa bought 
in Chicago to-day for ahipment to this 
city. A special rate of 13 l-2c a hundred 
weight has been made for the purpose, 
and it is expected that a good deal of 
wheat will be brought here from Chicago. 
The wheat Supply of the Southwest has 
become almoat wholly ezhauated, and 
crop prospects are so poor that the few 
who pos.«ess wheat are disposed to hold 
to it. There are about 500,000 bushels 
in Kansaa Oity eleratora, hot very little 
of it is for snle at any price. Chicago 
has over 20,000,000 bushels in store 
and milla all over the central West and 
Southwest have been compelled to go 
to that city for supplies — doubtlessibuy- 
ing back in some cases the very wheat 
which waa shipped to Chicago from their 
own localities last fall, when wheat waa

okeworkers' wages and coke prices were 

i>at up in advance of any improvement 
n the market for furnace and foundry 
products. Then Bessemer ore prices 
went up in advance of a better pig-iron 
outlook. New blast-furnace wages have 
been increased bevond anything im- 
mediately warranted in the market and 
certain steelworkers ami rollin^t-mill 
workers at PittshnrK have tieen ^-iven 
more pay in advance of a proportionate 
market improvement. Events would in- 
dicate tliat these various advances have 
been the cause rather than the result of 
increased buying of finished material, 
and thus the market is gradually coining 
into a condition whiih theoretically 
should have preceded the various step's 
to higher ground. With current pig-iron 
proihiction at the rate of 8,000,000 tons a 
year and stocks somewhat reduce<l in 
April, there is evidence that iron is going 
into comsumption at a rate nearly 25 per 
cent faster than in '9.3. In the past week 
a special cause has helped the market for 
Bessemer pig. Buying in the valleys and 
at Pittsburg for shipment to Chicago in 
anticipation of a long strike brought the 
price to 110.75 at valtoy furnaces.
